Constantinople: The streets of the city are' thronged by the thousands 

of angry demonstrators demanding the immediate withdrawal 
of the German Imperial Army from Galicia, The German Embassy was attacked 
by university students. No German nationals were injured. One student was 
shot by a German Marine, Several other student s were injured by stones 
and broken glass. 



Constantinople: The Government has not made a statement on the Galician 

affair. Experts believe the Sultan does not want a war 
with Europe's most poweful State. A confrontation would be avoided by a^ 
German withdrawal from Galicia and a German pledge of continued 
neutrality in the Russo-Turkish War. 

Adrianople: At the request of the Austrian Government the Ottoman Empire 

has entered into a state of hostilities with the Italian 
Empire, The first act of the Ottoman Armed Forces was to completely 
annilate the Italian occupation forces in Greece. Also, Turkish naval 
action forced the Italian commander to scuttle the Italian First Battle 
Squadron. 

At the request of the Bey of Tunis, the Ottoman First Battle Fleet 
is steaming to Africa. Italian opposition is expected to be light. 
Apparently Italian oppressions alienated the Tunisians. 

Athens: It seems several of the sunken Italian warships are salvageable.

Free men settle their differences among themselves by votes, compromise 
persuasion, deals, pay-offs, and a basic acceptance by all concerned that 
certain limits are set to the means of competition. 

A physical response — nausea — came when hundreds, and perhaps thousands 
of dipsticks rushed into print and tried to use the murder to prove their 
special points. It was especially irritating to read Canadxi n and Euro- 
pean newsmen preaching two basic points: that America is an "unbelievably 
violent land", and that "a resort to violence is an act of despair" 
which rises from "inequality and injustice" in Ameri ca. 

Let's put it in perspective: America's willful murder rate is 
4.8 per 100,000 people, higher than India' 3.1 but lower than Luxem- 
bourg's 6.5 (1964 base statistics).. By the above reasoning, the Lux 
have more injustice and inequality than America, and the US more than 
India ... 

Secondly, many or most countries are more violent than America. 
Willful murder- rates in the 30' s per 100,000- are common in the world. 
More important, consider the US' colour riots, which are signs of hope 
rather than despair. Above all, consider how few have died in these 
riots — which are headlined to the world as so terrible. Then- consider 
the death toll in similar colour/culture conflicts in Nigeria, India, 
Pakistan, Burma, Indonesia ... 

Thirdly, taking non-murder violence as reflected in the crime stat- 
istics, • compare these rates for sexual offenses: the US is 11.6 per 
100,000, the UK 50.2, Canada 45.4, and so on. (1965 base rates) . 

America's problems should be viewed in the proper perspective, with- 
out the country having to submit to continual hate/guilt campaigns 
directed at it. — DJN
